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V/EA  NEWS 


At  the  Ptederation  AGI4  at  King's  College  on  8th  October,  we  learned  that 
Dr.  Graeme  Whitens  successor,  as  Tutor-Organiser  for  the  county,  would 
not  be  appointed  until  next  August.  This  means  that  Cambridgeshire  WEA 
branches  will  have  to  keep  going  by  their  own  momentum,  and  without 
professional  help,  until  then.  We  also  heard  that,  at  the  biennial  National 
Conference  held  at  Harrogate,  it  was  pointed  out  that  continued  support  by 
way  of  grants  from  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science  depends  upon  the 
WEA's  implementation  of  the  three  priority  areas  for  its  work  as  outlined 
in  the  Russell  Report,  i.e.  l)  education  for  the  socially  and  culturally 
disadvantaged;  2)  work  in  an  industrial  context;  3)  education  in  the 
nature  of  our  social  and  political  system. 

A  good  example  of  'Russell  1^  is  the  course  for  volunteer  tutors  willing 
to  teach  immigrants  English,  at  St.  Ives.  29  volunteers  came  forward  for 
this  project,  including  one  from  Bar  Hill.  The  'creche'  type  course  currently 
running  at  Swavesey  also  comes  into  the  first  category.  The  second  area  is 
at  present  mainly  confined  to  industrial  studies  in  a  trades  union  context, 
but  a  few  brave  branches  have  attempted  courses  on  recent  industrial 
legislation.  CXar  current  social  anthropology  course  at  Bar  Hill  comes  into 
the  third  category  and,  as  its  students  will  testify,  proves  how  stimulating 
and  rewarding  such  themes  can  be.  'Russell  4'  comprises  the  traditional 
liberal  and  academic  studies,  e.g.  local  history,  archaeology,  etc.  but,  as 
was  pointed  out  at  the  AG!\iI,  the  content  of  even  these  courses  may  be  structured 
in  such  a  way  as  to  invoke  the  spirit,  if  not  the  letter,  of  'Russell  3'* 

Perhaps,  some  will  be  surprised  by  the  scope  and  obligations  of  the  WEA's 
work,  which  basically  relies  on  a  good  deal  of  voluntary  effort  at  'grass 
roots'  level.  If  anyone  is  interosted  in  helping  the  Bar  Hill  Branch  in 
an  active  role,  we'd  be  glad  to  hear  from  them.
